Regarding the issues and concerns at Carson/Moneta. The unhoused individuals were contacted an offered services, but 
they refused and in turn elected to leave the area. As a result, the area was cleaned of all remaining trash, soiled and/or 
hazardous materials. Our Homeless Team Deputy Wilson contacted Ms. Aileen Chapman and spoke with her. Lt. Bolder 
also reached out to Ms. Chapman. Dep. Wilson also provided Ms. Chapman with his contact information for any future 
issues or concerns she may want to bring to our attention. 


Our team also did some cleanup at Carson/Figueroa. The individuals who were loitering near the businesses have all 
been spoken to by our Homeless Team Deputies. The deputies also had those individuals speak with the Los Angeles 
Homeless Services Authority (LAHSA). The area has been vacated by those unhoused individuals. The trash, and soiled 
materials were cleaned up also. Deputy Wilson worked with the business owners located there in giving them some 
guidance in purchasing and installing a fence around the area that seems to be appealing the unhoused individuals.
